Conservation Fund Cut. 

All but $3,900,000 of the re- 
duction in cash appropriations | 
was in funds which the com- 
mittee figured wouldn't be 
spent, anyway. It cut by $100,- 
000,000 cash for the long-range 
agricultural conservation pro- 
gram, noting that fewer farm- 
ers were signing up for these 
subsidies than expected. If 
more sign up, the committee 
promised, Congress would later 
provide all the needed funds.

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SUITS SEEK 


IMPOUNDING OF 
FRISCO HOLDINGS 


Two suits seeking to block 


the Frisco Railroad's effort to 


take control of the Central of 
Georgia Railway were filed in 


United States District Court | 
here today. They were filed | 
by Edward F. Quirke of Brook- | 


lyn, N.Y., a minority stock- 
holder in the two railroads. 

Filing one suit as a Frisco 
stockholder and the other as 
a bondholder, Quirke accused 
Frisco officials of misappro- 
priating funds for unlawful ac- 
quisition of Central of Georgia 
stock. 

The suits asked that Frisco’s 
Central of Georgia holdings 
be impounded and the St. 
Louis railroad be enjoined 
from pursuing its “schemes for 
empire building.” Quirke asked 
the court also to award dam- 
ages to punish Frisco and com- 
pensate him for the depressed 
value of his securities. 

When Frisco acquired work- 
ing control of Central of 
Georgia in 1955 through a 
series of stock purchases, it 
had not obtained prior author- 
ization from the _ Interstate 
Commerce Commission The 
ICC's finance division, a panel 
of three members, held that 
this constituted a violation of 
the Transportation Act 

Other Panel Findings. 

The panel found also that 
Frisco had obtained ICC au- 
thorization of a $19,500,000 
bond issue by pleading that it 
needed money for capital im- 
provements, but actually had 
used a large part of the money 
to buy Central of Georgia 
stock 

Despite these findings, the 
ICC panel approved Frisco 
control of the railroad in 
Georgia. It held that public 
interest called for authoriza- 
tion of the acquisition rather 
than cancellation to punish 
Frisco for its offense—an of- 
fense which Frisco contended 
was an unwitting violation of 
the law. 

The full commission of 11 
members has taken the matter 
under advisement. Pending a 
final decision, Frisco has 
placed its 318.489 shares of 
Central of Georgia stock in 
trust 


In his petitions. Quirke said 
that purchases of Central of 
Georgia stock depleted Frisco’s 
treasury, so the St. Louis rail- 
road applied to the ICC for 
authority to borrow $19,500.- 
000 by marketing first mort- 
gage 4 per cent Series B bonds 
maturing in 1980. He said the 
application represented that 
the funds would be used for 
certain specific purposes: Shops 
at Springfield, Mo., facilities 
at Memphis, Capleville, Tenn., 
and West Tulsa, Okla... and a 
down payment on 2000 boxcars 
and passenger equipment 

Misapplication Charged. 

Instead of using this money 
for the stated purposes, Quirke 
asserted, Frisco directors mis- 
applied the funds to purchas- 
ing stock control of Central of 
Georgia at a cost which now 
aggregates $20,500,000. 

Im the ensuing investigation 
by the ICC, Quirke continued, 
Frisco officials “made it clear 
that their attitude has not 
changed whatever and they 
were still stubborn, litigious 
and obstinate in their position.” 

Central of Georgia common 
stock pays no dividends, but 
Frisco receives about $536,000 
a vear from its holdings of pre- 
ferred stock, the suits declared 
Since this vield is subject to a 
52 per cent federal income tax, 
Frisco's net return is about 


$258.000. Meanwhile, the rail- 
hoad has to pay $780,000 a year 
in interest on the money it 


borrowed by sale of Series B 
bonds 

Result of this maneuvering is 
that Frisco’s assets have been 
impaired by more than $500.,- 
000 annually and the security 
of its Series A first mortgage 
bonds has been impaired to 
that extent cumulatively, it was 
contended 


Dividends Discontinued. 


Purchases of Central of 
Georgia stock have weakened 
Frisco's financial condition to 
such extent that it recently be- 
came necessary for the direc- 
tors to discontinue payment of 
dividends on Frisco common 
stock, the petition asserted 

Frisco will incur considerable 
loss if it is compelled to divert 
itself of the Central of Georgia 
stock, and this loss should be 
recovered from the railroad’s 
directors and other officers. it 
was contended. 

Quirke is associated with Sol 
G. Salomon of Woodemer, N.-Y.. 
in a long fight to block Frisco 
control of th e railroad in 
Georgia. With 157 other mi- 
nority stockholders they have 
filed suit at Savannah. Ga. at- 
tacking the validity of Certral 
of Georgia's board of directors 
and the part played by the 
management in negotiating 
with the Frisco 

Salomon, a 77-year-old re- 
tired tobacco broker, has de- 
clared that the fight against 
Frisco control will be carried 
“all the way to the United 
States Supreme Court” is nec- 
essary. He came to St. Louis 
with Aaron Kravitch, Savannah 
attorney, to press the suits 
here.

One hopes that your editorial 
counsel regarding St. Louis Uni- 
versity’s participation in the Mill 
Creek Valley redevelopment will 
prevail. If the university acquires 
land for the expansion of its cam- 
pus eastward will it not pay for 
that land on the same terms 4s 
other parties wanting to contrib- 
ute to the best reuse of it in ac- 
cordance with the over-all plan? 

As a citizen deeply concerned 
about the future of St. Louis | 
choose to regard St. Louis Uni- 
versity in this instance as a cul- 
tural center, a great educational 
institution whose intention to 
serve the conmimunity is on a par, 
at least, with any sectarian ambi- 
tion. As I see it, this is not a 
simple case of “the state” being 
maneuvered into the support of 
“a church.” This is not a crass 
violation of the principle of the 
separation of church and state. 

We assume that all transactions 
of the Mill Creek project will be 
above board.

Summit for Khrushchev 


Nikita Krushchev’s assumption of the So- 
viet premiership in addition to his command 
of the party apparatus formalizes the consoli- 
dation of his power. He had already achieved 
supremacy when he overcame the Malenkov- 
Molotov conspiracy against him and toppled 
Marshal Zhukov. Ever since then, Premier 
Bulganin, who did not rally to Khrushchev’s 
side with sufficient enthusiasm, has been 
pretty plainly a declining nonentity. 

Stalin in periods of crisis also doubled as 
party leader and premier. But it would be a 
mistake to conclude from this that Khrushchev 
has restored the methods and purposes of 
Stalinism. In Khrushchev’s Russia, the de- 
feated rivals do not get shot. They get minor 
dip'omatic posts or pensions. 

This indicates that Khrushchev, unlike 
Stalin, is unable to enforce an iron per- 
sonal rule. He is a politician responding to 
political forces. As such he would find it 
expedient not to create centers of opposition 
by ruthlessly purging his opponents. 


There is no question of his: power. But 
it is probably not an absolute power. It 
must be used with circumspection and re- 
straint. Khrushchev may be boss, but to re- 
main such he must satisfy the effective po- 
litical influences in the Soviet Union—the 
various factions of the party apparatus, the 
government bureaucracy, the Army and even 
public opinion. 

Fortunately all of these political forces at 
the moment seem to be on the side of peace. 
No doubt all of them desire the triumph of 
Communism and the extension where possi- 
ble of Soviet national power. But Russians 
can see the consequences of nuclear war as 
well as anybody else, and all the evidence at 
the moment suggests that they wish to achieve 
their national and ideological objectives by 
political and economic methods rather than 
war. If this is true, we can be sure that 
Khrushchev will reflect the same view. 

His assumption of the premiership may well 
mean that the Russians are centering respon- 
sibility as well as authority in him for the 
purpose of an overwhelming “peace offen- 
sive” which they ‘hope will culminate in sum- 
mit negotiations. The possible announcement 
of a unilateral Soviet suspension of nuclear 
tests would be a part of the new campaign.

It would be relatively easy for the Kremlin 
to make this gesture.. The Russians have just 
completed a long series of nuclear tests 
whereas the new American series has yet to 
begin. They can afford to rest a while. Last 
fall, after our 1957 tests were over and before 
the Russian series had begun, the United 
States might well have made the same ges- 
ture. Puffed with virtue, we could have 
“suspended” tests with some certainty that 
the Russians would decline to do so until they 
had run through one more series of their 
own. By then, of course, we could have an- 
nounced that the other side’s stubborn in- 
sistence on continued testing naturally forced 
us to resume, 

There is only one way to end this game of 
nuclear leapfrog. That is by sitting down in 
good faith to conclude a monitored agree- 
ment to suspend all tests for a certain trial 
period—and then in the interim negotiating 
seriously for further steps of disarmament. 


End of the Clark Bridge Dispute 


Reason has at last prevailed in the Alton 
City Council on the matter of tolls on the 
Missouri-owned Clark bridge, across the Mis- 
sissippi at Alton. With two Aldermen revers- 
ing their position that the receivership litiga- 
tion should be pursued in the Illinois Su- 
preme Court, the Alton Council voted 9 to 6 
to drop the appeal. Now the question of im- 
proving the approach on the Alton side can 
be taken up in an atmosphere of good will 
and common sense. St. Charles county acted 
commendably when it turned the Lewis and 
Clark bridges over to Missouri for toll-free 
operations. Alton ought to be glad that it 
has a toll-free means of crossing the Mississip- 
pi. That is more than St. Louis or East St. 
Louis has. 


In the Vicinity of the Moon 

The Introduction to Outer Space published 
by President Eisenhower’s Science Advisory 
Committee is little more than a primer to- 
day. Five years ago it would have been re- 
garded as an outline for a piece of Buck 
Rogers fiction. 

As if to emphasize the practicality of this 
publication, President Eisenhower and Secre- 
tary of Defense Neil McElroy have authorized 
the Army and the Air Force to proceed with 
programs for launching four and perhaps 
five unmanned rockets to explore “in the vi- 
cinity of the moon.” In addition, they told 
the Army to shoot two and possibly three 
more Explorer satellites up to join the two 
Explorers and the Vanguard now in orbit. 

The time element was not mentioned in 
the Defense Department orders and the Kil- 
lian committee’s report contained nothing 
like a schedule. A Pentagon spokesman later 
referred to at least one attempt within the 
next seven to nine months. But it is definite 
we now are taking a more active and lead- 
ing role in the space field. 

The scientists’ report to the President men- 
tions moon exploration as having three dis- 
tinct levels of difficulty. The first is de- 
scribed as a “simple shot at the moon” end- 
ing in either a crash landing on the moon or 
in a circling of it. Soviet Russia has been 
reported busily engaged in preparations for 
the same project. The accomplishment of 


such a feat would probably rank with Sput-. 


nik lL. It may not be far off, and would be 
followed by a second stage—a “soft” landing. 

The third stage: “to land a man on the 
moon and get him home safely again,” even 
today is awe-inspiring. Our biggest rocket is

Bi-Partisan Trade Appeal 


President Eisenhower and Gov. Adlai Ste- 
venson were the featured speakers of an all- 
star cast which made another appeal for a 
five-year extension of the Reciprocal Trade 
Act in the face of serious congressional 
opposition. 

Both the President and Gov. Stevenson—as 
well as most of the other speakers—stressed 
the importance of two-way trade to domestic 
security and prosperity as well as its impor- 
tance to nations abroad whose good will, sta- 
bility and co-operation are vital to America. 

The economic recession is aggravating the 
trouble in Congress. Senator Ives makes that 
clear on the opposite page. It is a mistake, 
however, to believe that a retreat into eco- 
nomic isolationism would help to reduce un- 
employment. It probably would have just 
the opposite effect. 

While United States imports run to 13 bil- 
lion dollars a year, they consist to a consid- 
erable degree of raw materials not to be 
found within the country. A blockade against 
merchandise manufactured abroad might open 
up some jobs, but these would be more than 
offset by the jobs which would dry up if the 
nation lost much of its 21-billion-dollar an- 
nual export business. And foreigners cer- 
tainly would be forced to stop buying here 
if we stopped buying abroad. The problem 
mentioned by Senator Ives is real, but it can- 
not be solved by giving up more than would 
be gained. 

The diplomatic and also the defense im- 
plications of international trade are even 
more serious. All of the major allies of the 
United States are increasingly preoccupied 
with domestic problems. In every capital 
there is a temptation to find a panacea at the 
expense of foreign affairs. Defeat of the 
reciprocal trade legislation would automatic- 
ally be seized on abroad as the excuse for 
more self-centered policies. The world would 
be the worse for that. Hope, as always, lies 
in co-operation. 

Gov. Stevenson recalled that the raising of 
tariff walls in 1930 worsened the depression 
instead of ameliorating it. That is why Secre- 
tary of State Hull. advanced the reciprocal 
trade policy in 1934. Similar action today 
would produce a similar result. Recovery as 
well as security, now as then, are involved. 


To Breach a Wall 


The filing of petitions in St. Louis county 
for a metropolitan board of freeholders marks 
one more advance toward mutual considera- 
tion of mutual problems by county and city. 

Similar petitions in the city were found 
valid last summer. If the county signatures 
now meet legal requirements, as expected, 
freeholders will be appointed to spend a year 
in drafting a proposal for metropolitan reor- 
ganization. 

Under normal circumstances, the petitions 
would present the urban area with an un- 
usual opportunity to settle differences and to 
work together. If circumstances are not en- 
tirely normal now, it is because shortsighted 
county legislators led the attack on the city’s 
earnings tax bill and on the Bi-State bill 
which would mean as much to the county as 
to the city. In these issues city-county under- 
standing was needed, and bitterness resulted 
instead. 

Such an atmosphere does not offer the best 
beginning for a great urban project. Last 
August the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey sug- 
gested creation of a new metropolitan district, 
to absorb the present sewer diStrict and as- 
sume responsibility for such area-wide serv- 
ices as transit, traffic, roads and public works, 
economic development and planning. 

Can so comprehensive a task now win sup- 
port on both sides of the city-county bound- 
ary? Whatever the answer, one problem 
cannot wait. 

That is transit. The transit systems in 
both the city and county now are seeking rate 
increases, and service is declining. Citizens 
of both areas have an equal interest in sal- 
vaging a mass transportation system. By fall 
the new freeholders should have the report 
of the citizens’ transit committee. 

In any event the year provided for the 
freeholders’ work should also provide for a 
new look at city-county problems. So many 
of these are common problems that only a 
breach in the city-county wall will permit 
urban progress. 


Victory for Better Roads 


The United States Senate may claim to 
have provided both economic and esthetic 
benefits in its new highway bill. 

Esthetics entered the picture when the 
Senators voted 47 to 41 for an amendment 
permitting control of billboards along the 
new interstate highways. The Federal Gov- 
ernment would establish broad standards, and 
pay a bonus of one half of 1 per cent of the 
cost of the roads to states that regulate road- 
side advertising. 

Unfortunately in the midst of the bitter 
fight to protect the taxpayers’ right to unlit- 
tered scenery on their roads, the billboard 
advocates managed to insert an amendment 
limiting controls to right-of-way purchased 
after July 1, 1956. This eliminates about one 
fourth of the 41,000 miles of superhighways 
from billboard controls. 

Nevertheless, there is a good hope now that 
the public will get, for the first time, some 
measure of guardianship for the beauties of 
the land that will be opened up by the new 
roads.

“At the time the complaint was 
filed,” Celler declares, “the Gov- 
ernment stated that the principal 
purpose for instituting the action 
was to separate Western Electric 
from A.T.&T. in order to restore 
competition in the manufacture and 
sale of telephone equipment. 


“The decree allows the Western 


Electric-A.T.&T. relationship to con- 
tinue virtually undisturbed,” he con- 
tends. “It permits Western Electric 
to continue to be the sole supplier 
for Bell operating companies and 
thus to be in a position to supply 
more than 90 per cent of all tele- 
phones, telephone apparatus and 
equipment sold in the United States.” 


Consent decrees in anti-trust en- 
forcement are not new to either 
Democratic or Republican adminis- 
trations. 

Defendants often welcome them to 
save the notoriety and expense of 
trial, and the risk of treble damage 
suits from private parties—should 
they lose. The Justice Department, 
ever mindful of short staff and 
budget, has frequently stopped short 
of trial when it thought a consent 
decree would accomplish most of 
its anti-monopoly objectives. From 
1935 to 1955, for instance, 72 per 
cent of Justice’s civil anti-trust ac- 
tions were satisfied by consent de- 
crees. 


But consent decree compromises 
take place behind doors closed to 
both the public and the -courts. 
Celler says there is often a question 
whether the consent decree “has 
resulted in a compromise of the pub- 
lic interest.” 


Celler started looking into Jus- 
tice’s consent decrees last fall in a 
scrutiny of the enforcement that has 
followed up a 1941 Government com- 
promise with the oil pipeline com- 
panies. Justice immediately took 
the hint and instituted four separate 
actions charging the oil pipeline com- 
panies with violating the 17-year- 
old consent decree.

A Trail of Troubles 
THE TRAVELS OF JAIMIE MePHEET- 
ERS, by Robert Lewis Taylor. (Dou-

Representative James Roosevelt 
(Dem.), California, chairman of the 
House Small Business subcommittee, 
stood up on the House floor in April, 
1956, and repeated reports that 
“Brownell, himself, established the 
policy that a consent decree was to 
be negotiated with A.T.&T. and 
Western Electric without separating 
the two.” 

Roosevelt said that when Brow- 
nell subordinates in Justice’s Anti- 
Trust Division preferred to dismiss 
the case entirely—to avoid blessing 
A.T.&T. with the consent decree’'s 
sanctions for administrations yet to 
come—Brownell overruled them. 

Roosevelt listed 29 A.T.&T. of- 
ficers and directors who hold high 
posts in the present Administration 
and then declared: “The only conclu- 
sion possible from the facts is that 
A.T.&T. has been given favored and 
special treatment.”

Cut Costs 
To Expand, 
ls Advice 


A morigage ivan official says 
that ‘home construction and 
sales will expand this year 
“only if the housing industry 
cuts costs to the bone, con- 
centrates on lower-priced hous- 
ing and sells its product hard 
as nails.” 

Harold J. Braman, managing 
director of the National League 
of Insured Savings Associa- 
tions, discussed the impact of 
the business recession on hous- 
ing in a speech prepared for 
the annual meeting of the 
Southwestern Savings and Loan 
Conference in Dallas. 


“Massive government pump- 
priming in the mortgage mar- 
ket alone as contemplated in 
the Senate-passed housing bill,” 
Braman said, “is not going to 
Produce expanded home con- 
struction on an economically 
sound basis. The industry has 
got to make up its mind now 
to put up more homes that the 
public will buy.” 

Braman and National League 
president W. Franklin Morri- 
son urged the savings and loan 
business — the nation’s chief 
source of mortgage funds—‘“to 
give builders every assistance 
possible in construction of 
homes in the $10,000 to $15,000 
price bracket.” 

Morrison, executive vice 
president of First Federal Sav- 
ings and. Loan Association of 
Washington, D.C., said: 

“Renewed demands are be- 
ing heard for more public hous- 
ing or housing that is half- 
socialized and half-private en- 
terprise. This is a problem that 
must concern us all. We must 
continue to serve the demands 
of this market for housing or 
‘ob government will do the 
40 - 

Braman said he believed that 
the Senate-housing bill “places 
too much reliance on govern- 
ment intervention in the hous- 
ing industry rather than the 
self-reliance of the industry 
itself.” 

Braman commented: “Private 
financial sources are likely to 
provide funds for construction 
of more than 1,100,000 homes 
this year, a rate that in the 
past has been regarded as a 
healthy volume of home build- 
ing. The Senate bill, according 
to its sponsors, would expand 
housing output to 1,300,000 
units. 

“Regardless of how many 
are produced, I sincerely hope 
that we can obtain a high vol- 
ume of on priced 
homes, especially in the $10,- 
000-$15,000 range. This is the 
challenge before the home 
building business.” 

On another point, Morrison 
expressed concern over pro- 
posals that the government al- 
low home buyers 40 years to 
repay mortgage loans under 
the G.I. and Federal Housing 
Administration programs. Pres- 
ent law limits repayment to 30 
years. 

“I do not believe,” Morrison 
main in perpetual debt when 
it buys a home. This proposal 
would certainly accomplish 
this result. In recent years, 
maturities on home loans have 
been gradually extended with 
good results. It would seem, 
however, that 40-year mortgage 
loans would enable few home 
buyers to realize and enjoy 
free and clear home owner- 
ship.”

According to Herdlein, no 
training until now has been 
available to the building in- 
dustry to make a professional 
of the home salesman.

Included in the 
topics to be covered are such 
things as what makes people 
buy; what makes salesmen sell; 
time as a sales tool; selling 
with sales power; locating the 
latent market; evaluation; the 
sales power of sales ideas, and 
the golden keys to sales suc- 
cess. 


Trading Up 
Sparks Much 
Home Buying 


Is trading up a more import- 
ant reason why people buy new 
homes than most experts have 
figured? 

Results of new research by 
House & Home magazine sug- 
gest it is. 

The study, which appears in 
the March issue, involved Oska- 
loosa, Iowa, The Census Bureau 
reports the town’s population 
has increased only 100 sincé 
1950 (to 11,024 in 1957) while 
the number of houses increased 
443 (from 2900 to 3394) from 
1947 through 1957, The re- 
search showed that the most 
important single reason why 
families bought new homes was 
what Oskaloosa lumber dealer 
R. V. Porter calls “the urge for 
the best.” 

Thirty per cent of the 443 
homes were bought or built by 
second-time buyers trading up 
from older homes and 31 per 
cent were bought or built by 
families who had been renting. 

Though the home-building 
industry has long tied its sales 
outlook to the Census Bureau's 
estimate of new family forma- 
tion, the Oskaloosa study indi- 
cates this was not of immediate 
importance—only 2 per cent of 
the new home buyers were 
newlyweds. 

Other reasons for buying 
were: 0.5 per cent of the buy- 
ers had been @oubling up; 2 
per cent had been living in 
trailers; 11.5 per cent were 
bought to be rented, and just 
under 23 per cent were bought 
by newcomers to Oskaloosa. 


Trading-up From Bottom. 

Equally significant, the study 
showed that the same desire 
for a better home which 
prompted some families to buy 
new homes caused ether fami- 
lies to trade up to better used 
homes. 

In fact, the construction of 
the 443 new houses prompted a 
total of more than 900 trading- 
up moves in the city surveyed, 
This claim is indirectly respon- 
sible for the planned demolli- 
tion of 135 bottom-of-the-heap 
houses. 

Eight key reasons emerged 
as to why famities moved to 
better housing: They saw new, 
well-designed houses in their 
own city and liked them: they 
simply wanted something new; 
they liked indoor-outdoor liv- 
ing; they got ideas from maga- 
zines; neighborhoods changed, 
became less desirable; families 
got bigger; families got smaller 
as children grew up; they 
moved up as they became more 
prosperous. 

Frank Lloyd Wright Homes. 


Residents of Oskaloosa got an 
opportunity in 1951 to see two 
homes designed by Frank Lloyd 
Wright in their own town. More 
than 9000 persons went through 
the homes, though they were 
private homes, not builder's 
models. 

Typical comment of those 
who saw them: “I’m not afraid 
to build a ‘different-looking’ 
house now.” The statistics show 
they meant it. More than 40 
per cent of all homes built in 
Oskaloosa since 1951 have bro- 
ken with conventional design. 

Eighty Oskaloosa families of 
the 310 interviewed, reported 
simply that they were tired of 
their old houses, decided that 
instead of buying something 
new for the house they would 
build everything new. 

Thirty-nine families ranked 
the kitchen first and every 
Oskaloosa builder agrees that 
it’s the most important room in 
the house today. Sixteen fami- 
lies wanted more and better 
bathrooms; 15 families cal} 
built-ins the most important 
single thing in a house; 10 
families found their old houses 
too awkward in plan. 

Indoor-Outdoor Living. 


Outdoor living became twice 
as important after the two 
Frank Lloyd Wright homes 
were built in Oskaloosa. Said 
real estate agent Walter Rea- 
soner: “Those houses did more 
to make people want some- 
thing better than anything that 
ever happened in this town.” 

The indoor-outdoor scheme 
was cited by 306 of the fam- 
ilies who bought new homes 
and was a vital factor in 69 
per cent of all homes built. 

The survey showed that 67 
of the new home buyers moved 
because their old houses were 
too small for their growing 
families 

An extra room wasn't the 
only answer; 33 families needed 
more. Said one housewife: 
“More yard space to play in, 
the same kind of space indoors 
when weather is bad, an extra 
bath, less steps to climb up 
and down and as many built- 
ins as possible to keep the 
house looking neat.” 

Fifty-six families said they 
moved from their bigger old 
houses into smaller new houses 
because their children had 
grown up. About half of them 


came in from surrounding 
farms which their children 
now run.

WHAT ALL THIS HAS DONE to the fauna and flora 
of the Florida Bay area can be easily envisioned, yet not 
as easily as one might believe. Because of the great 
stretches of shallow water and the remnants of natural 
landscape that are left, one sees a good many water birds. 
Living here or spending.several months a year on the 
keys, the steady drop in numbers of the various species is 
not too noticeable. Yet when one visits for only a day or 
two and at intervals of several years, it becomes plain 
that there has been a tremendous decline in all bird life 
and that the native flora is almost a thing of the past. 


Wildlife, like good soll and forests and water, 
is a natural resource. And it seems plain that here 
in the Florida Keys, as everywhere else in America, 
when the resource comes int. conflict with the 
opportunity for a fast profit, the resource invariably 
goes down the drain. The ecologist suspects that 
this may mean in terms of human survival, but he 
has yet to translate his ideas into words that 
carry impact and conviction to large numbers of 
people. 


All of this had nothing to do with our enjoyment of 
our short visit to Key West. We were met by old friends, 
the Stuart Whitings, who have long been active in the 
Monroe County Audubon Society and took a leading part 
in the fight to save the tiny Key deer, the smallest of our 
white-tails. It seemed for many years that this interesting 
little animal must surely pass into extinction, but the 
united efforts of conservationists In many states finally 
got a bill through Congress setting up a small refuge on 
the keys where the deer live. Now their numbers have 
at least stopped going down and the chief problem is to 
find funds to purchase more land for the refuge. Here 
a problem that could have been solved almost without cost 
a few -years ago is complicated by land speculation that 
has skyrocketed prices even out in the mangrove swamps. 


AFTER SHOWING OUR FILM to the Monroe County 
Audubon group and to three schools where we spoke to 
some 2500 children, we headed back up the keys. At 
the booming community of Marathon we had luncheon with 
Mrs. Francis Crane in her beautiful home overlooking 
Florida Bay; certainly one of the most attractive settings 
we have seen in Florida. It was she who gave much of the 
land for the deer refuge on Big Pine Keys. The house 
itself opens to a great patio where tropical plants create a 
jungle atmosphere, while windows on the opposite side

They were certain that 
when Pilate had completed the 
flagellation of the prisoner he 
would tell them that this was 
punishment enough. He would 
try to free Jesus on the prem- 
ise that He was now a broken 
and pathetic figure. Caiphas 
was nettled by this type of 
reasoning. 

They were whispering about 
this when Pilate, preceded by 
Abenadar and a squad of 
soldiers, came down the steps 
for the third time. At once the 
deep growl of many nien talk- 
ing in low voices was hushed. 


Once more, the Governor sat 
in his chair. This time he 
seemed to be impatient. He 
glanced angrily at the remain- 
ing crowd and, raising his right 
hand high, he said: “Now look! 
I am bringing this so-called 
Messiah out to you, and you 
must understand that I find no 
guilt in Him!” He pointed 
across the Lithostrotos to the 
left and saw a centurion and 
some soldiers leading Jesus 
out. 

The crowd looked, amd 
sucked in its breath. This Man 
was a shocking sight. The face 
was so marked that individual 
features were almost indisting- 
uishable. The top of the gar- 
ment under the cloak was 
stained. 


Pilate looked on the prison- 
er. He looked at the , 
and saw the natural pity 
common people for suffering. 
Their eyes also showed horror 
and some turned away. The 
Roman wanted to capitalize on 
the pity and the revulsion. He 
stood up and walked over to 


He saw now—too late—that 
he should not have argued with 
either the priests or the peo- 
ple. It would have been much 
better if he had exercised the 
jus gladii, the power of the 
Procurator, and ordered Jesus 
to be freed for lack of evi- 
dence. 

ilate glared at the people 

and made two or three false 
starts to say something. Finally 
he said bitterly: “Then take 
Him in charge yourselves and 
crucify Him! I find no guilt in 
Him!” Caiphas knew, and s0 
did Pilate and everyone pres- 
ent, that the Jews had no 
power to crucify. 

“We have a law,” one of the 
elders said, “and according to 
the law He must die, for He 
has declared Himself to be the 
Son of God!” 

The Governor was at his 
wit’s end. He was worried. For 
he remembered that Procula 
had begged him please not to 
do anything about this Man— 
that she had suffered a great 
deal in a dream about Him. 

Pilate believed in none of it 
—from divinity to dream—but 
he was strangely troubled. He 
turned away on his gilded san- 
dals and walked back into the 
praetorium, ordering Abenadar 
to bring the prisoner to him. 

Inside, it was Pilate who ap- 
peared to be harried. Now a 
cold fright laid hold of him 
and he could not understand 
what frightened him. He stud- 
ied the wounded Man before 
him and said gently: 

“What is Your origin?” 

Jesus seemed to gather a 
little strength. He studied the 
Roman briefly, then lowered 
His head: and did not answer. 

“Do You not know,” Pilate 
said through set teeth, “that I 
have power to set You free and 
power to crucify You?” 

The dry broken lips moved. 
The volee was hoarse. “You 
have no power whatever to 
harm Me,” said Jesus, “un- 
less it is granted te you from 
above. ... He who surren- 
dered Me to you is guilty of 
a graver offense.”

the political table askew so 
that they appeared to be more 
loyal to the cause of Tiberius 
Caesar than Caesar’s hand- 
appointed Governor. At that 
point, Pontius Pilate gave up 
the fight. 


He had a basin with water 
brought to him and he stood, 
dipped both hands into it, and 
looking directly at Caiphas 
said: “I am innocent of the 
blood of this just Man. The 
responsibility is yours!” 


This was not an original ges- 
ture. It had been used many 
times, and in the juridical 
sense it merely meant that the 
judge refused to argue further, 
and would permit the con- 
tender to have his way. Mem- 
bers of the crowd called out: 
“His blood be upon us and 
upon our children!” 


The centurion pentane i 


ordered the royal cloak taken 
from Jesus. Pilate walked to 
the praetorium slowly. If he 
looked back, it was to take an- 
other glance at the strange 
prisoner over whom he had 
fought so hard and so unclever- 
ly. When Claudia Procula 
asked him about this, Pilate 
would say, in honesty: “I did 
not intend to condemn the 
Man. His crime was religious, 
so I surrendered Him to Cai- 
phas.” 


Almost as an afterthought, 
the Procurator called Abena- 
dar te him and ordered that 
a heavy wooden sign be made 
to nail to the top of the 
eross, listing the crime of 
Jesus in three languages: 
Hebrew, Latin and Aramaic 
—tin that order. The sign, 
said Pilate, should read: 
“Jesus of Nazareth, King of 
the Jews.” 


That was His name and His 
crime. 


Abenadar asked about eloth- 
ing, knowing that, in most cases 
where Jews were involved, 
Pilate permitted the condemned 
to wear something.

Acting Pyrotechnics 


“WILD IS THE WIND,” at the FOX THEATER, is 
reminiscent of Sidney Howard's “They Knew What They 
Wanted,” in its basic plot element. A wealthy Italian- 
American sheep stockman brings his dead wife's sister 
over from Italy to be his wife. His hand- 
some young Basque chief herder whom 
he brought up as a son falls in love with 
the new bride, who has felt unwanted 
because her husband sees in her only 
an image of his dead wife. Take it from 
there for seething pyrotechnics. (in 
“They Knew What They Wanted,” it was 
an Italian grape-grower in California whose young hired 
man seduced his mail-order wife.) . 

But “Wild is the Wind” can stand on its own feet as 
tempestuous drama. It has an elemental vitality, warmth 
and realism, perceptive direction by George Cukor, striking 
black and white photography, compassion and explosive 
performances by Anthony Quinn as the sheep-rancher, 
Anna Magnani as the new wife, and Anthony Franciosa as 
the young wolf in sheepman’s clothing. (Mr. Quinn and 
Miss Magnani received Academy Award nominations.) 

All three of them are master craftsmen at the volcanic 
stuff—raw, brutal and untamed emotionalism. I couldn't 
quite see that Miss Magnani, as the earthy, alternately ill- 
at-ease and fiery, and older peasant type would particu- 
larly enchant a handsome and smooth young buck like Mr. 
Franciosa, who was engaged to the soft, tender and beau- 
tiful young daughter of the sheep farmer. But then, you 
never can tell. With that reservation, the trio put com- 
plete credibility into the stormy goings-on. Especially 
Mr. Quinn ag a gruff, kind-hearted and heavy-handed bit of 
top-grade wool in homespun Italian weave. There are some 
very fine visual scenes, too. Such as an exciting chase 
over the mesa by hurtling truck after a herd of wild 
horses, and some shots of lambing time on the ranch. One 
shows the birth of a lamb, and another striking biological 
sequence shows how a mother is fooled into taking another 
lamb for her own still-born offspring. 


Poignant Italian Film 


IT IS UNFORTUNATE that the print they started off 
with at the APOLLO of “NIGHTS OF CABIRIA,” the 
Italian picture written and directed by Federico Fellini, is 
so worn and faded. For the film is a minor masterpiece 
of exploration of the human spirit. It 
rivals Fellini's own “La Strada,” and has 
the same star, Giulietta Masina, Fellini's 
wife. (It won the Academy Award 
Wednesday night as best foreign language 
film of 1957.) 

Miss Masina is shown as a drab little 
prostitute living in a bleak stone house 
on the flats outside Rome. She is a Chaplinesque figure 
wandering with incurable optimism and faith amid the 
buffetings of a harsh world. It starts off with a procurer 
trying to drown the girl, Cabrina, by shoving her into a 
river, and the whip of fortune is just about as stinging 
there after. But the little creature rebounds from one 
episode to another with an exuberant, pixieish elan and a 
wistful, half-sad little smile reminiscent of Harry Lang- 
don’s. 

First, she is picked up by a bored and chagrined movie 
idol after he has quarreled with his mistress, In a half- 
eomic, half-touching episode, he is moved by a whim to 
show her the delights of high living. But she is quickly 
forgotten and rushed out of his lavish apartment when 
his seductive mistress comes round again. 


Cabiria has always -been saving her pennies for a 
switch some day to a better way of life, and is imbued 
with a fervor for salvation when she joins a church pil- 
grimage. ‘Bhese scenes are done by Fellini in superb 
ironic, yet compassionate style, as commercialism is mixed 
with hysteria, devoutness, fear and remorse in the crowd 
of suppliants. 

There is a moving scene when Cabiria wanders into a 
eheap burlesque house, is cajoled to the stage by a seedy 
hypnotist, and for one magical moment relives under mes- 
merism her pure dreams of romance as a young girl, 
amidst he shouts of the raucus crowd and the ridicule by 
vulgar performer, Then she has her hope revived in the 
form of a gentle, kindly suitor, a government clerk, who 
understands her past and still wants to lift her out of it 
and marry her. The cruel joke that events play on her 
then is enough to make anyone give up in despair. But it 
ends with her spirits again unquenchable and uplifted. 
It is a beautiful performance touched with genius and a 
most poignant film.

Changes in Education 


NEW YORK, March 28. 

AN EDITORIAL published in Life magazine and re- 
eently reprinted in the New York Times attacks the whole 
John Dewey philosophy of education. 

I found the editorial astonishingly one-sided, and while 
I never have thought it wise to accept one theory and con- 
sider it perfect, I still feel it is unwise to make an attack 
in such a blanket manner as did this editorial. 


The success of parts of the Dewey theory have 
been phenomenal with certain young people. On 
the other hand, this theory cannot be said to have 
proved itself with all types of young people. So 
it is more a question of wise adjustment of the 
methods of education to the child than of wiping 
out one particular method completely. 


To rule out home economics and shop work as being 
unnecessary, for instance, is going a bit too far. These sub- 
jects are very necessary for some children. 

I would like to think that people will thoughtfully con- 
sider the message of this editorial, for there are improve- 
ments that should be made in our entire educational sys- 
tem, most important of which is better preparation of our 
teachers. 


I would not want to see drastic changes made in our 
educational system by people without a real understanding 
of the values of the old system as well as those of the 
Dewey ideas. 


I AM GLAD to note that Mayor Robert F. Wagner is

Now He's Dead, and Saga Grows of 
Showman Who Made and Lost Millions 
And Called Himself “A Lucky Bum’

THERE HAS BEEN no legend 
like it for a long time and it 
grows by the hour. 

This world, with most of us 
cautious and running scared, 
seemed strangely hungry for a 
swashbuckling legend with the 
sky the limit. So Mike Todd— 
who always tried to give the 
public what it wanted—has left 
it just such a story. 

From the entertainment world, 
the land of the sentimental cyn- 
ics with the quick tears, the 
tales are tumbling over one 
another this week like falling 
bricks, building material for 
the Todd legend. 

Life handed Mike Todd a 
stacked deck, frayed at the cor- 
ners. He reshuffled it in his 
own flamboyant way—he dealt 
out his life as one vast bet, 
forever upping the ante, win 
or lose, until the man and 
legend were one, both no-limit. 

The man died last weekend 
in the crash of a plane named 
“Lucky Liz,” but from the ash- 


es the legend rises stronger 
than ever. So who was this 
man? 


He was a showman’s show- 
man, his own greatest pro- 
duction, and he was hoopla, 
talent, flim-flam, guts — de- 
pending on the teller of the 
given tale. In his eulogy this 
week he was compared in the 
same breath to a pushcart 
peddier and a Roman em- 
peror. And still the stories 
come. 


He dealt in emotion like a 
grocer deals in cabbage; he 
trafficked in art with the same 
motivation the Viking sacked 
the treasure, namely, he knew 
where he could sell it. 

People loved him and people 
hated him, both enthusiasti- 
cally, but now they all jostle 
to be first with the anecdotes— 
almost al] worshipful, for a 
man may have enemies but a 
legend has very few foes. No- 
body sticks a stiletto in a mem- 
ory. And what memories! What 
paradox, 

When they called Todd a 
girlie-show impresario with a 
peep-sight frame of reference, 
he produced “Hamlet” to great 
critical acclaim, But before the 
highbrows could reconcile that, 


he pitched an_ uninhibited 
“Party for Shakespeare” at 
that great cultural center 


called Toots Shor’s. 

“Hamlet?” he said gleefully. 
“A smasheroo. I advertised it 
on the sports pages as more ex- 
citing than baseball.” 

They chortled contemptuous- 
ly at his idea of producing 
Strauss — so he put on a 
Strauss operetta and threw in 
the granddaddy of all fire- 
works displays. 

He made and lost millions 
and didn't seem to give a damn 
whether school kept or not— 
he said he was often broke, but 
hever poor. When he was in 
the chips he dealt out cur- 
rency like cabbage, for any 
good legend must by tradition 
be a soft touch. When he was 
seemingly hopelessly in hock— 
as often happened—he blithely 
went on his super-charged way, 
throwing off sparks and buck- 
fifty cigars. 

Chided for this . extrava- 
gance, his reply became a clas- 
sic among economic summa- 
tions. “So I owe a million and 
a half dollars,” he said, buying 
a round for the house. “What 
am I supposed to do? Quit 
smoking?” 

Alive he was often called 
simply a nervy little promoter; 
dead, his obits rate him with 
Barnum, a transformer of 
dreams into reality. From coast 
to coast the barroom bards

remember when, and Walter 
Winchell, who transforms real- 
ity back into dreams again, re- 
ports exclusively that “Heaven 
will be worth seeing — since 
Mike Todd is producing a show 
there.” 

In the tough world of show 
business, which deifies its stars 
and feeds its hopefuls on salt- 
ed hope, Mike Todd captured 
imagination en masse. How— 
in this area where Caesar's 
legions crossing Forty - second 
street against the light would 
attract only passing attention 
—did Todd come into legend 
status? What, indeed, was his 
secret, his gimmick? 

Many high-flown theories are 
offered now—but listen to the 
man himself. 

“Don't make me out no 
genius,” he told Virginia Irwin 
of the Post-Dispatch in 1943. 
“I got where I am ‘cause I 
ain't the kind of a guy to give 
up.” 

He talked like that. Here he 
is again, a careful self- 
appraisal,.in an interview 
shortly before his death. 

“I'm a lucky bum,” he said. 

He did say “tink” for 
“think” and “dem” for “them” 
and “heater” for cigar, just 
like a character created by one 
of his acquaintances and ad- 
mirers, a dream peddler named 
Damon Runyon. But a “bum’’? 
No indeed, say many percep- 
tive men, not by a long shot. 

“He is an Oxford man posing 
as a mugg,” theorized George 
Jean Nathan—but now few will 
ever know how much of his 
rough-diamond bit was show- 
manship, how much real. 


Possibly, and quite proba- 
bly, both facets were genu- 
ine: peasant and poet. Mike 
Todd—whose real name was 
Avrom Hirsch Goldbogen — 
had little formal education; 
his Minneapolis childhood 
was poverty-stricken. Yet 
his friends said he could dis- 
cuss art, literature, whatever 
came up, on a learned level. 


Nobody has hit higher peaks 
or lower valleys. 

“First I was a boy wonder,” 
he said at one point in his ca- 
reer, and he said it rather be- 
musedly. “Then I was a boy 
failure.” At that point—he had 
made a few more millions and 
lost them — he promptly be- 
came a boy wonder again. 

Then at 45, he announced 
duly to the press that he was 
now of sober maturity; no 
more roller coaster for him. 

That reflection out of his 
system he went on to produce 
the outrageously wonderful 
“Around the World in 80 
Days,” to marry one of the 
most glamorous women in the 
world, Elizabeth Taylor, pitch 
some of the most astounding 
parties since the lion-Christian 
matches and line out the for- 
mat for what he said would be 
his biggest production, “Don 
Quixote.” 

A man who died with him, 
Art Cohn, a writer at the full 
fruits of his career, was doing 
the Todd book: title, “The First 
Nine Lives of Mike Todd.” Then, 
they smashed into the New 
Mexico countryside—both the 
peaks and valleys had passed, 
but the story continues to 
mount. 

Todd was probably born in 
1907. Only a month before his 
death—before the man became 
full legend — a writer did a

rather waspish piece on the 
mortal Mike Todd, touched on 
the age confusion, told that 
Todd cussed him out good for 
Saying he was 51 years old and 
demanded to know, “What do 
you think I go to the trouble 
of phoneying up new birth car- 
tificates for ... I’m only 46 

. look at yourself, you fat 
round blankety-blank!”’ 


So, then, what was he? Mr. 
Bob Considine has the floor: 
“He was lucky and shrewd, 
sharp, hardworking, generous, 
tight, a mugg, a maestro, a man 
of infinite dignity and a public 
brawler, keen, cultured, crude, 
older than Midas, younger than 
springtime : .. yes, genius.” 

Another friend, in a one- 
sentence sum-up: “He def- 
initely belongs on a runaway 
horse.” 


Todd had a magnificent 
contempt for money—and it 
showered on him like star- 
dust. He was simply a go- 
between from empire to debt 
and back again — death 
reached him on the upbeat, 
he was a multi-millionaire 
with more money coming ‘in 
than any given dozen men 
could ever lose by constant 
effort. But nobody doubted 
that Todd eventually could 
have found a way to go broke 
again, 


He played no-limit poker as 
well as no-limit life; he played 
gin rummy like a fierce maniac, 
losing up to $25,000 at a sit- 
ting. In the plush saloons, it 
is said, no one man would play 
him—10 or 15 habitues would 
incorporate, each buying a 
piece of the action, and send 
forth their most skillful gladi- 
ator to brave the Mike. 


He bought Picasso paintings, 
he could outcurse a Hoboken 
longshoreman. He had been a 


carnival shill, and a cultured 
conversationalist with Noel 
Coward. He produced burley- 


cue sleaziness, and beauty to 
make the angels weep. 
George Jessel speaking: “The 
wiry, dark, dynamic thing that 
calls itself Mike Todd... rose 
from con man to connoisseur.” 
But he never forgot the con 


man skill and his life was a 


constant Fire Sale—once he 
earned his living teaching small 
merchants how to produce 
“Going Out of Business” sales 
and other esoteric bits of skull- 
duggery. 

The producer of “Star and 
Garter,” “Something for the 
Boys,” “The Hot Mikado,” 
“Streets of Paris,” “Gay New 
Orleans,” “Dancing Campus,” 
walked the manic streets of 
Broadway like the. soldier of 
fortune he was, and when he 
didn’t have an ace in the hole 
he had one up his sleeve. 


How did he, repeatedly, raise | 


re-finance him- 
self? How could he one vear 
cheerfully explain in bank- 
ruptcy court that he had gam- 
bled away his last quarter- 
million dollars, and the next 
year make a million out of 
Cinerama? 

The average guy, hard- 
pressed to borrow 500 bucks 
with two co-signers and Scout's 
honor on his note, wonders 
this. The answer: He could 
charm the bark off a swamp cy- 
press. Hé@ had apparently un- 
limited credit with men with 
backing
